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State breaks promise 
on local housing preference

Charges of broken state promises 
and a lack of local preference and 
town control over state subsidized 
rental projects falling under the 
SHARP and TELLER programs 
were brought to this paper's 
attention Tuesday by a former 
executive director of the Wilm- 
ington Housing Authority 

Lillian Buckley of Lucaya Circle, 
currently the Director of the 
Burlington Housing Authority, 
claimed promises were made to her 
board in April that first preference 
for a TELLER housing project 
being developed by the Investors 
Management Group (IMG) would 
go to some of her authority's 
current certificate holders. Persons 
holding the certificates had prev- 


iously been on a housing waiting 
list. made up of Burlington 
residents. Instead, Buckley said, the 
63 low/moderate income units in 
the Burlington Arboretum 
Apartments complex are being 
rented to applicants from inner city 
areas who received certificates 
from the state Department of 
Mental Health, homeless shelters in 
Boston, and other social agencies. 
On one day, she explained, she was 
surprised to see a new state owned 
van pull up with 20 people holding 
certificates from one of the state's 
homeless shelters. 

"Thus far, the state has not 
authorized any preference at ally 
it's first come, first served," an 
angry Buckley said. 

Traditionally, the state requires a 


No money for 


school

There is no money left in the 
Wilmington school budget to pay 
this week's payroll for school 
personnel, accqrding to Assistant 
Supt. Henry Dembowski. 

Dembowski told the Town Crier 
this (Wednesday) morning that 
Town Accountant Michael Morris 
notified school officials that, as of 
August 16, no further bills from, 
the FY88 budget would be paid. 
This would include any vendors 
owed money on this week's payroll 
as well as those teachers who 
elected to spread their salaries over 
the summer months. It has been 
estimated the amount of money 
involved could be as high as 
$144,000. 

School committee member 
Michael Thomas was bitter about 
the latest developments. 

"What they've been doing is 
juggling," Thomas said, as he 
charged both school committee 
chairman Tony Accardi and 
former superintendent Robert 
Horan with covering up the fact 
that a deficit spending pattern did 
exist, He claimed Horan did know 
for the past four months there 
wouldn't be enough money left in 
the budget to cover the remaining 
payrolls this summer. 

“What they've been trying to do is 
take two loaves and five fishes and 
feed all those people,” Thomas 
charged. 

School Business Manager Peter 
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DeRoeve had confirmed the deficit 
at the last mecting of the 
Wilmington School Com- 
mittce, Thomas defended DeRoeve, 
saying he was "deceived" by Horan, 
aman whom DeRoeve “trusted.” 

In the past moaths, several 
committeemen had tried to obtain 
more specific facts on the alleged 
budget deficit as well as moncy 
owed to Horan in buy-back pay. 
‘The growing controversy reached 
its height when Accardi signed a 
payroll voucher which included the 
sum of $64,594.64 for Horan for 
back pay for unused sick days, 
vacation days, and personal days. 

Both Dembowski and Thomas 
confirmed that representatives of 
the school department met with 
Morris and the town manager in a 
hastily called meeting this morning 
to try to arrive at a solution to the 
payroll problem. Two possible 
solutions could be to hold a special 
town meeting to allocate the funds’ 
or take the monies out of the 
reserve fund. 

When reached for comment, 
DeRoeve would only state that no 
solution came out of the mecting. 
To all other questions he replied 
“no comment.”

‘If people are qualified under 
state regulations, there is no 
guarantee they are acceptable under 
the TELLER regs,” she said. 
Buckley explained, as an example, 
that a working woman with a child 
may not qualify for one of the units 
because she's able to make a living. 
Someone else with little or no 
income may have a better chance to

While Buckley feels Wilmington 
is moving in the right direction to 
address its affordable housing 
needs, her message strikes a 
warning note. It is especially 
timely, she says, since IMG has the 
Wilmington Arboretum Apart- 
ments project under appeal in town. 
IMG President Phillip Sloane has 
said if a comprehensive permit is 
granted by the state appeals 
committee, his company could 
revert to its original apartment plan 
on the Arlene Avenue site. That 
plan falls‘under a state rental 
Program 

Buckley maintained that "right 
now, the only way you can be 
guaranteed local preference is to 
have the local housing authority 
develop the program and use its 
‘own regulations.”

Hazardous chemicals not 
reported by local firm

Jeffrey Chemical Company was 
found to, be in violation of the 
Superfund Amendments and 
Reauthorization Act (SARA) by the 
Wilmington Health Director and 
the Wilmington Fire Department 
following an inspection of their 
Woburn Strcet premises July 29. In 
addition, the company was found to 
be in violation of its licensing 
agreement 
In a letter to the Department of 
Environmental Quality Engincer- 
ing, Health Director Greg Erickson 
advised the agency that Jeffrey 
Chemicals "has not reported the 
storage of extremely hazardous 
chemicals” to DEQE. These chem: 
icals exceed the threshold planning 
quantity for SARA and include 
hydraflouric acid, nitric acid, and 
hydrochlouric acid, Erickson said. 
Erickson also noted that on the 
day of the inspection, employees 
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were washing trucks and allowing 
the water to drain into the existing 
surface run-off drainage system 
instead of into an approved in- 
dustrial waste water system. This, 
he claimed, violated the licensing 
agreement. 

The company, which stores and 
delivers chemicals to other firms, is 
up for a renewal of its haulers 
permit for hazardous waste. In a 
letter to the town manager last 
October, State Rep. James Miceli 
strongly recommentied the town 
conduct a full investigation of the 
company and look into its impact 
‘on Wilmington and other towns. 
Miceli told the town manager that 
Jeffrey Chemicals had received 
draft license approvals to transport 
hazardous wastes in the Com- 
monwealth and this "was not 
Jeffrey Chemicals stated intent 
when the company located in our 
community.”

sewer easement 


Developer Mark Nelson of 
Dorchester Street has received 
approval from the Wilmington 
Water & Sewer Commissioners for 
the planning of a sewer on Third 

~ Avenue. The commissioners. ap- 
proved in their meeting of August 
i 

Nelson has been constructing 
homes in the vicinity of Dorchester 
Avenue. He sought an easement for 
a sewer in his visit to the com- 
missioners. 

The Wilmington Board of 
Appeals, in their conditions for 
Shawsheen Estates, being de- 
veloped by Jay Tighe had ruled that 
there be no street between the 
Shawsheen Estates and the 
Dorchester Avenue arca, This 
would seem to effectively rule out 
the construction of a sewer to 
connect with the sewer system 
being installed with Tighe. 

Nelson is proposing a "gravity 
feed” sewer main, by an casement, 
on what was projected, years ago to 
be Third Avenue. Mr. Tighe is 
agreeable, he told the com- 
missioners, and one of his neigh- 
bors have objected. 

Water Superintendent Paul 
Duggan pointed out that there have 
been no surveys of any kind, for 
sewer service, in the area. A 
survey, he said, may show that it 
will be better to use a street for the 
sewer that leads toward Shawsheen 
Avenue, and then connect to the 
sewer pumping station to be 
installed by Tighe. 

In any event Nelson had only a 
few days to get the board of appeals 
to change its ruling and permit the 
sought after sewer easement. 
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Industrial group donates 
computer to town 


Wilmington is expected to receive 
a gift of a MacIntosh computer 
from the Wilmington Industrial 
Awareness Response Group in the 
immediate future. 

The group, comprised of several 
local industries concerned with 
public Safety, voted’ recently to 
commit $5,000 to the purchase. 
The computer will be used in 
conjunction with the CAMEO 
program, which will provide im- 
portant evacuation information to 
emergency responders in case of a 
chemical spill in town. 

‘The program -lists 2,600 chem- 
icals found in industries in the 
Commonwealth and shows such 


things as the location of extremely 
hazardous substances in town and 
local truck routes.The CAMEO. 
program also reveals air plume 
dispersion models which shows 
wind direction, speed, and in- 
version layers. This last, 
Health Director Greg Erickson, 
will be helpful in any evacuation 
plans. 

“It's a tremendous program,” said 
Erickson, adding emergency per- 
sonnel are pleased with the gift. 
Since the town gets a substantial 
discount from Apple, officials will 
most likely buy the computer with 
the funds and install it at the fire 
department. 


Budget for home for 
autistic children increased

Members of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority were surprised 
to learn Tuesday night that they 
were being asked to adjust the total 
development budget for a home for 
autistic children from $180,000 to 
$537,000. The previous figure was 
set approximately three years ago 
when the May Institute first 
approached the authority on 
building a home for six autistic 
children in Wilmington: 

Executive Director Ella Belmore 
explained that not enough money 
was allocated originally and the 
board needs to make sure it can 


cover the cost once the architect 
comes up with the design. Belmore 
told the Town Crier the architect 
has a design in mind similar to one 
for another home under con- 
struction in Sharon. 

The home is to be built on 
Houghton Road, one of two sites 
which had been under con- 
sideration by the May Institute. 
Town meeting sold the town owned 
parcel for one dollar. 

At their mecting yesterday, some 
board members were against 
secking a comprehensive permit to 
build the home. But most agreed to 
abide by the decision of Building 
Inspector James Russo.

Gorham St. drainage 
problems occupy 
commissioners

Developer Jay Tighe was able to 
reverse the thinking of the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission when he recently visited 
the board for a Certificate of 
Compliance for Gorham Street. His 
visit was prompted by the receipt of 
a letter denying his request for the 
certificate. 

At a meeting two wecks ago, 
Tighe offered some background on 
a drainage problem which has 
affected. two lots he sold on 
Gorham Street. He said he 
originally filed a notice of intent 
and was given the green light to do 
work on the roadway 85 feet away 
from the wetlands, Once the work 
was underway, the former town 
engineer noticed a potential prob- 
Jem because of a low spot in the 
road, The’ engineer suggested a 
catch basin be put in and run across 
the street to town owned property. 
The Supt of the Highway Depart- 
ment told Tighe, instead, to run a 
drain 350 feet to Garden Street. 
‘That drain would eventually empty 
‘out to the wetlands, 

When Tighe admitted he com- 


plied with the last suggestion 
without filing with the commission, 
members noted this was a violation 
and any drainage changes son4 
have come before their board: 

When Lee Street above Gorham 
Street was hot and the water 
drained to Gorham Steet causing 
flooding problems,Tighe said he 
used his own funds to design the 
French drain and seed and put in 
wood chips at the end of the strect 
to provide temporary stabilization. 

Former associate member Ella 
Belmore recalled that there had 
been problems with Tighe's 
original plan because there was 
nothing on it to show how he would 
deal with run-off. 

Conservation Administrator 
Libby Sabounjian suggested the 
developer address the drainage 
issue on his revised plan. 

Tom Roussell made a motion that 
commissioners sign the Certificate 
of Compliance with the provision 
that no certificate be formally 
issued until permanent repairs arc 
made to the end of the road and 
points of discharge. The board 
agreed with the motion in a four to 
one vote. 


IMG granted site 
approval for condo plan 


Site approval was recently 
granted to the Investors Man- 
agement Group (IMG) for thei 
te sed HOP project known a 
Wilmington Arboretum Apar' 
ments. Approval was originally 
granted for an apartment complex 
but was never issued for a second 
plan involving condominiums, The 
request for approval of the Arlene 
Avenue site was made by IMG 
attorney Robert Schafer. 

Marvin Siflinger, Executive 
Director of the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency, said 
though state officials didn't 
formally re-review the site for the 
second plan, approval would be 
granted based on previous 
information and the original site 
approval Ictter. However,said 
Siflinger in a letter dated July /, 
“although approval is granted for 
the site, it docs not constitute 
acceptance of your design, nor is it 
‘a commitment to provide financing 
for this development.” 

Siflinger stressed that earlicr 
conditions still apply for the 
revised plan. These include the 
submission of a design that is 
"sensitive" to the wetlands, ap- 
proval of the proposed sewage 
disposal system, an appropriate 
access design, and noise attcnuation 
measures. 
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The lack of site approval for 
IMG's second plan became an issue 
during the state appeal hearing by 
Town Counsel Alan Altman. 
Reportedly, a comprehensive per- 
mit cannot be obtained without site 
approval. 
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Lube is withdrawn 


An appeal for permission to 
construct a Jiffy Lube station on 
Main Street ran into difficulties 
before the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals on August 9. The appeal 
was withdrawn by the appellant, 
Fred D. Cain of the Fred F. Cain 
Company. Cain sought to locate the 
firm in a lot of land across from the 
Cain Garage. 

Jiffy Lube is a new type of retail 
setvice, featuring oil changes for 
autos in a short period of time, 
generally less than 15 minutes. No 
gasoline is sold at those stations 
Several are now under construction 
in neighboring communities. 

The difficulty was over the high 


density zoning, along Main Street. 
In Wilmington such zoning is 
required when a business depends 
on a lot of auto waffic. Several of 
the businesses near the site have 
been zoned high density. 

Cain told the board that the Jiffy 
Lube service station is not yet 
"defined in the book." The ar- 
gument seemed to mean nothing to 
the appeals board members, Cain 
then withdrew the appeal, without 
prejudice, to prepare for a possible 
later hearing. 

The site of land where the Jiffy 
Lube is proposed has about 25,000 
square feet.

‘That sounds like a good idea. The Massachusetts legislature recently 
voted a sum of $30 millions for highway development, a program that 
is to start early in 1989, providing, of course, that some state authority 
does not shift the money around to cover a recently discovered deficit. 

‘The cost to the town for the planning would be about $10 thousand. 
The WRA has that money on hand. It would hire the Bruce Campbell 


Associates to do the planning. 


‘That is the firm which the WRA hired to do the recent planning for, 
Wilmington Square, the project that is now being called "alternative 3." 
Alternative 3 replaces some horrible state plans for Wilmington 
Square, which among other things had a tunnel under Church Street. 
The Wilmington selectmen have approved Alternative 3. 

The WRA would like to see the work for the improvement of Main 
Street being done at the same time as the new Alternative 3 is to be 
constructed. There would be less inconvenience to the motoring public. 

Wilmington is fortunate that it has an organization like the WRA. 

About a quarter of a century ago the late Stanley Webber, then the 
secretary of the Wilmington Chamber of Commerce brought the public 
attention to the fact that there was about 40 acres of land laying fallow, 
south of Eames Street. The land had paid only a minimum of taxes for 


many years. 


Webber succeeded in getting the Chamber of Commerce to sponsor a 
Wilmington Redevelopment Authority in the Town Meeting. The WRA 
was given the power to take those 40 acres of land by eminent domain 
and to develop an industrial land project. 

Today that project is known as Jewel Drive. It pays good taxes to the 
town, and is a good source of employment. The WRA, over the years, 
in selling the land, has accumulated a sum of money in excess of 


$500,000. 


Half a million is a good sum of money for any town to have up its 
sleeve, in the hands of a responsible organization, such as the WRA. 
Wilmington can be counted as a fortunate community on this account.

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Town Moderator Michael Caira 


Frankly speaking

Last week Wilmington Town Moderator Michael 
Caira joined what some pundits have called an up-hill 
battle. Namely, Caira has taken the job of campaign 
chairman for Republican Joc Malone, who's launched his 
bid for Ted Kennedy's seat in the U.S. Senate. 

Kennedy, having held office for over a quarter of a 
century, is probably the most hated-loved man in 
Massachusetts politics. Caira explained that Kennedy 
consistently attracts 40 percent of the vote 
"automatically", but that another 40 percent of BayState 
voters are altracted to any legitimate altemative. Caira 
describes the 20 percent of voters in the middle as the 
“average Americans who haven't had an alternative 
before.” 

That is, until now. Caira thinks highly enough of Joc 
Malone to have resigned as Executive Director of the 
International Sons of Italy, and to take on what will 
certainly be a challenge as Malonc's number one man in 
the campaign effort this fall. Describing his candidate as 
both articulate and substantive, Caira's campaign 
strategy is “to talk about traditional issues that people can 
relate to.” 

In an interview on Tuesday, Michael Caira described 
Republican Malone as "someone who believes 
government should provide an opportunity, whereas 
Kennedy believes government should simply provide.” 
With this in mind, the campaign looks as if it will try to 
familiarize the voters with what Kennedy really stands 
for, and how greatly that differs from the views of the 
average working man and woman in Massachusetts. 

Caira goes on to say that the two also "differ on the 
knowledge of issues. Joe shows a great deal of depth, 
whereas Kennedy is a cuc-card candidate." If you 
managed to catch Malone on a few recent television 
interviews, it would be hard to debate his intelligence or 
his command of public policy. 

Then there's the heritage issuc. Malone, to his credit, 
has reached out to fellow Italian Americans through the 
Caira appointment, along with stressing his own Italian 
roots with great pride. "He's proud of his heritage", said 
Caira, adding "The Republican Party needs to become a 
party of inclusion, and Joc Malone represents that." 

As voters approach the November 8 election, Caira 
expects people to ask themselves what they want ina US 
Senator. "What has Ted Kennedy done in 25 years as a 
senator”, asked Caira rhetorically. "Does he speak to the 
issues we relate to in Massachusetts, or is he a glitzy, 
Hollywood senator?" 

The comparison Caira nceds to make between Malone 
and Kennedy will be made casier since a public debate 
has already been agreed to by both political camps. 
Meartwhile, the Malone campaign will probably be 
out-spent by Kennedy, with Joe Malone refusing any 
donations from PACs. 

Nevertheless, Malone appears to have the energy to 
make things interesting. He is not only a legitimate 
alternative to Ted Kennedy, but a better man for the job. 
A Waltham businessman and a Harvard graduate, Malone 
is already receiving some interesting attention. His 
approach to government, especially where money 
matters are concemed, is more realistic for a nation that 
needs to begin living within the means of a budget. 

Michael Caira will be a definite asset to the campaign. 
Having served as a selectman in years past, Caira ran a 
major campaign of his own as a state Senate candidate in 
1977. Today, most local voters respect him as the able 
town moderator who has a gift for breaking tension at 
stuffy mectings with an amazingly dry wit. 

As for Kennedy, he's become much too smug. And 
was it just me, or did it occur to you too that back in 
Atlanta he should have been the last person in the world 
to ask "Where was George?" or anyone else for that 
matter. We still don't know where Ted was.

"Modem living" means an air-conditioned and centrally-heated 
house, with a washing machine and dryer, two or three TV sets, and 
at least one (or twenty) other electrical appliances, from a food 
processor to a stereo to a home computer. All very handy, but all of 
these conveniences require electricity. . Fos 

Every source of commercial power ends up polluting the air, with 
the sole exceptions of hydroelectric and nuclear reactors. But the 
screaming minority is closing the reactors, and there simply isn't 
enough hydroelectric power to keep us all happy. _ 

Modem living also means owning an automobile, and probably 
two since it's nearly impossible to live on a single income these 
days, and both workers must drive to work. Necessity, true enough, 
but again our needs require energy, in this case gasoline. 

The burning of gasoline also pollutes the air. 

For health and safety reasons, our food comes wrapped in sheets 
of plastic, or inside sealed cans and bottles. Except for the kitchen, 
and the dinner plate, we never really "touch" our food until it's time 
to cook and eat it. Americans have an unquestioning faith in the 
safety of their foodstuffs, and for good reason. Death from food 
poisoning is almost unheard of in America today. 

But where does all that plastic wrapping go when. we're done with 
it? Trash disposal is a growing nightmare for state and local 
officials, and there are no easy answers. All that trash has to go 
somewhere, and we can't wait for next year. The choices are 
simple: bum it and pollute the air, bury it and pollute the ground, or 
dump it in the sea and pollute the water. 

So, our modern standard of living has the following effects -- all 
of them dire: 

Air pollution is causing a depletion of the ozone layer and 
subsequent warming of the Earth, if the scientists are correct in 
their theorics. If this scorchingly hot summer is the first sign of the 
greenhouse effect, we're in hideous trouble from now on. And acid 
tain should never be shrugged off as a mere "oopsic," cither. 

Ground pollution is widespread, and we're only now learning 
how bad the situation really is, The major sources, such as old land- 
fills and chemical dumps, are now being identified, one by one. But 
the motor oil that old Uncle George used to dump behind the shed is 
now showing up in the well water. The problem is everywhere. 

As for water pollution -- the sea itself is starting to throw up. If 
that isn't cnough to frighten everyone, nothing ever will. Cousteau 
is right -- if the sea dies, we'll die along with it. i 

So where does it end? What can we do? Right now nobody knows, 
but a few educated guesses might be in order. 

First the good news -- what little there is of it. Solar power and 
superconductivity may save the day and our standard of living, but 
don't bet the house on it. Also, if the U.S, space program ever gets 
back in business, look for possible new ideas from the high frontier. 

On the darker side, widespread limits will need to be placed on the 
use of cars in the coming years. Perhaps the trolleys will come back, 
but at the expense of privately owned cars and trucks, Whole 
industries will suffer and perish as we start to correct our errors, 

Like them or not, nuclear reactors may see more use. Nuclear 
power plants don't pollute the air, and while reactor accidents arc 
God-awful, thankfully they don't happen often. Also, it would 
appear that careful planning, construction and operation of a 
reactor equals long-term safety for all concemed. 

The production of garbage must be reduced, without quarter or 
question, and recycling is a good first step. Expect to see new laws 
calling for mandatory recycling and garbage sorting efforts, 
perhaps within the next five years. 

Again, these ideas are mere guesswork. We just don't know. 

The Earth-wide environmental situation today is horrible and 
getting worse with each passing day. Our planet has been damaged, 
perhaps irretrievably, by our filthy habits, and the time to bite the 
bullet is long past. Suffer we must, and suffer we will. 

We have no choice. Our world is dying.

Find a cool room in your house, 
if you do not have an air. 
conditioner a fan will help by 
removing excess body heat, take a 
cool bath or shower, drink fluids to 
replace those being lost, but don't 
over do as too much water can 
cause other troubles, Avoid all 
alcoholic and. caffeinated drinks. 
‘They will not cool the body off, 
they tend to do just the opposite. 
Wear light clothing and a hat when 
outdoors. 

No outside exercise 

Don't try to do any outside 
exercise during these oppressively 
hot days. If your doctor prescribes 
exercise, the senior center is the 
Place to get it. Three times a week 
we have exercise class held in the 
air conditioned function room. On 
Monday and Thursday mornings 
we have an excellent exercise class 
from 10 a.m. to 11 a.m. Thursdays 
from 1 to 2:30 p.m., we have an 
excellent dance class in the function 
room.

They will fill your 
doctor's request for that needed 
exercise, and prevent you from 
heat exhaustion, If you do not have 
transportation call the center the 
day before for a ride in the 
minibus.

had anything to do with 
Burlington's losing battle to keep 
IMG's 350 plus units out of that 
town, Buckley said no, She said the 
authority was promised first 
preference for Burlington residents 
by a TELLER representative 
following the state's decision to 
grant IMG a comprehensive 
permit. She said other towns, like 
Weymouth, Canton, and Lex- 
ington, are facing the same 
situation and people like the 
Director of the Reading Housing 
Authority are getting “very 
nervous” about the trend away 
from local control. 

“I think it’s time we take a second 
look to provide some kind of 
housing without endangering local 
control. The state gets all these high 
density projects on promises but 
what happens then to local control? 
It's gone,” Buckley said, adding 
that the most local authorities can 
do is administer the programs and 
“do the dirty work.” 

On the subject of Chapter 774, 
which takes alot of control for 
housing away, from local boards, 
Buckley admits to strong feelings. 

“I think 774 is diffusing local 
control of our government and 
changing the characters of our 
communities. We have no say about 
it. We're not able to control our 
own growth,” she saitl. In the end, 
Buckley wondered aloud if “towns 
are giving everything and not 
getting anything in return.” 

Because of growing concern over 
the so-called anti-snob zoning law, 
a series of state sponsored hearings 
have been scheduled to take public 
testimony on Chapter 774 
throughout Massachusetts.

No more 
two-inch water mains 


For 59 minutes last Thursday 


missioner Arthur Smith, assisted at 
times by other commissioners and 
Water Superintendent Paul 
Duggan. Three ladies from the 
Rollins Road (off Marion St.) area 
of Wilmington were beneficees of 
the lecture by Mr. Smith. 

Itall started because there is a two 
inch water main in the area, and 
new homes are being constructed 
by a local builder. He is erecting 
three new homes. About a month 
ago he had received permission to 
extend a two inch water main to 
supply the new homes with water. 

Two inch water mains are a bane 
to the water commissioners. The 
past few years have seen the 
replacement of water mains in 
some areas, notably Hathaway 
Acres. There are, according to 
Water Superintendent Paul 
Duggan, about five miles of two 
inch water mains servicing the 
homes of Wilmington. 

Three weeks ago the water 
commissioners decided that there 
would be no further extension of 
two inch water mains in Wil- 
mington, That was after the builder 
had obtained his permit to extend 
the water main in the Rollins Road 
area. 

The three ladies went to the 
Wilmington Town Hall, they told 
the commissioners, and went from 
‘one place to another, secking know- 
ledge about two inch water mains. 
Wilmington Town Hall is the only 
circular town hall in the world. 
There are many departments. They 
went through many doors, and 
asked many questions, but each 
time (it seems) they were in the 
wrong room. 

The ladies mentioned asking 
questions in the board of appeals 
room, and in the planning board 
room. No one could tell them what 
they wanted. 

Their conclusion was that there 
were a lot of stupid people in the 
town hall, 

Water Commissioner Arthur 
Smith is a contractor in private life, 
and he has on occasion served as 
building inspector in Wilmington, 
while that gentleman was on 
vacation. He finally interrupted the 
ladies. 

There are some very fine officials 
in the town hall, he assured the 
ladies. Smith mentioned par- 
ticularly Public Health Officer 
Greg Erickson; and Building 
Inspector Jim Russo. 

"Three weeks ago we shut off two 
inch water main extensions in 
Wilmington, forever" he said. The 
man who had permission to extend 
a two inch main had been in the 
Town Hall four weeks ago. He 
could not now be stoppoed. 

He will, however, have to put ina 
six inch water main extension.

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Wilmington tactical police 
force responds to 
area prison riots 


‘The Wilmington Tactical Police 
Force, all four of them, were a part 
of the police response Sunday, in 
the quelling of two prison riots. 
Both were newspaper events, well 
reported in the Boston papers. 

According to the Boston news- 
papers it was the summer heat, in 
both the Essex County Jail in 
Lawrence, and the Billerica House 
of Correction, in Billerica, that 
induced the riots. Both jails are 
very much overcrowded, which 
added to the problems. 

Patrolman Larry Redding went 
deep sea fishing, off Scabrook, 
Sunday. At just about 1 p.m., he 
called home. He was told that his 
Tactical Police Force Beeper was 
beeping. 

Larry didn't break the law, any 
more than any cop would do under 
the circumstances. It didn't take 
him too long to get home, and then 
to the police station, where the all 
black van, lettered NEMLEC is 
stationed. The letters stand for 
“North East Middlesex Law En- 
forcement Council,” and it is also 
called the TPF Van, - the Tactical 
Police Force Van. Another term is 
"Car 38" - not to be confused with 
the old radio program called "Car 
54." 

Officer Larry Juergens was at the 
police station. He had just arrived. 
Redding and Juergens took off at 
about 10 minutes to two. The other 
two policemen, Chris Neville and 
Paul Chalifour, who arrived later 
went to Lawrence in a cruiser. 

There were probably about 35 
members of the Tactical Police 
Force at the Essex County jail when 
Redding and Jucrgens arrived. 
About 15 joined the group later, 
including Neville and Chalifour. 

The NEMLEC tactical force was 
assigned to the back of the prison 
Some of the prisoners were already 
in the area, 50 or 60 in number, 
securely caged. 

One rear door to the prison had a 
hole, which appeared to have been 
broken, The corrections officials 
handled the prisoners, from the 
inside. The tactical police force was 
Present, just in case things got too 
bad. 


The Tactical Police Force had to 
stand by until after the correction 
officials were certain no one had 
escaped. Their task was to make 
certain that everything stayed in 
good order. 

Van after van was brought up to 
the cage in the yard, and prisoners 
were loaded. Those prisoners were 
taken to other jails. 

It was a slow process. Each van 
could hold only about five 
prisoners. The loading started at 
about 3 p.m.

Extra guards from the House of 
Correctionshad been called in, and 
together the two units marched into 
the area where the prisoners were, 
and into the yard. 

Alll the prisoners were told to get 
over against a fence, and the 
Tactical Unit stood by while the 
guards locked them up, one at a 
time. 

The work in Billerica was 
completed about 10 p.m. The four 
men returned to Lawrence, and 
stood by, while the prisoners were 
being escorted out of the jail. At 
midnight the Wilmington police 
were able to return home.

Backyard Gardening 


by Hugh Wiberg 

A reader, Mrs. R.H. of 
Wilmington, called to ask if there is 
enough time left in the growing 
season to plant vegetables in the 
vacant spots showing up in her 
garden. 

About the only vegetables you 
could be reasonably sure to harvest, 
planted by mid-August, would be 
radishes and leaf lettuce. Radishes 
require about 28 days, leaf lettuce 
needs 45 days. We are now just 
beyond the point where bush beans, 
which want 60 days, will finish 
before that light first fall frost. 
Here in Wilmington and Tewks- 
bury, we can expect a light frost 
anytime after Sep. 20, and almost 
certainly by Oct. 5. 

A Tewksbury gardener, Mrs. 
E.M., writes as follows: "My 
husband gave me three hybrid tea 
rose plants for my birthday (late 
April) and to say the least they are 
in pretty sad shape now. The heat, 
dryness, and Japanese beetles have 
about done them in. For sen- 
timental reasons, I want to try to 
rescue them. What would you 
suggest?" 

You may be able to salvage your 
plants. Try this: about a foot out 
from the main stem dig a circular 
trench around cach plant, three 
inches wide and two inches deep. 
Using a one half strength solution 
(one half tablespoon per gallon) of 
Rapid Grow or Miracle Grow give 
each plant a two gallon soaking 
weekly for three or four weeks. 
You don't want to use a full 
‘strength fertilizer solution this late 
in the season since this would 
stimulate unwanted growth, A half 


strength solution will benefit and 
strengthen your plants without 
spurring new growth. 

To save the leaves still on the 
plants, dust them lightly with 
Rotenone or Sevin powder, and 
repeat immediately after it rains, 
Make a note to apply a six inch 
covering of hay or leaves arotind 
the plants about late November, 

This blanket of organic material 
will prevent damage to the root 
systems during the winter, caused 
by alternate freezing and thawing 
of the soil. Good luck, and let us 
know if your plants come back next 
year. 

R.S. from Wilmington writes, 
“Thanks in part to your columns 
this summer, we are planning to put 
in a vegetable garden next year. 
Since this will be a first time 
venture, we need some guidance as 
to size. What do you recommend 
for a family of five, starting out?" 

It is a good idea to start 
conservatively, in order to be able 
to maintain full control through the 
growing season. I suggest you 
begin with a 12 by 18 foot garden 
next spring, although of course, 
you can begin preparing tht area 
this fall. I have mailed you reprints 
of two April columns dealing with 
soil preparation. A garden this size 
will provide room for the easier 
vegetables, including tomato, pep- 
pers, beans, lettuce, carrots and 
beets. Then, based on your con- 
tinued interest the following year, 
you might consider expanding your 
garden to 15 by 25, which is typical 
for a family of five. Good luck!

Representative Beckwith 
blasts auto insurance 
rate hike request 


State Representative Geoffrey C. 
Beckwith, who represents Reading, 
North Reading, and part of Wil- 
mington in the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives, this weck 
criticized the automobile insurance 
industry's 19.2 percent rate 
increase request filed with the state 
insurance commissioner. 

“This rate hike request is an 
outrageous effort to gouge con- 
sumers,” said Rep. Beckwith. "In- 
surance premiums have already 
skyrocketed in cost, and this in- 
crease would send prices into 
orbit.” 

Beckwith, who supports the auto 
insurance reform bill currently 
pending before the legislature, 
urged his colleagues to move 
quickly to pass the measure, and 
“prevent the insurers from pulling 
an end run around the growing 
movement to enact lasting and 
meaningful reform of the state's 
automobile insurance system.” 

The reform bill would crack 
down on bad drivers, eliminate the 
use of an obscure “stacking” pro- 
vision that allows double coverage 
for some claims, update the thresh- 
did for tort liability, and encourage 
greater efficiencies in the system 

Beckwith noted that the drive to 
pass the legislation has picked up 
steam in recent months, as insur-

ance companics have mailed retro- 
active bills for 1988 and 1987, 
action ordered by the state Supreme 
Judicial Court after the industry 
filed suit against the insurance 
commissioncr, claiming that rates 
were too low. 

"The cost of driving a car will 
soon be prohibitive if we do not 
take swift, certain, and tough action 
to prevent this rate hike from 
becoming reality,” said Beckwith. 
"In addition to backing this reform 
bill, I will be working to give the 


State attorney general ¢he tools he 
needs to represent us adequately 
before the insurance commis- 
sioner's hearings," he said, ex- 
plaining that the attorney general 
traditionally acts on behalf of 
consumers during the hearing 
Process. 

:"Our goal cannot be restricted to 
fighting this one rate hike attempt, 
we must try to win the rate reduc- 
tion," he said. "This issue is crucial 
to consumers, and it is a top 
Priority of mine.”

Fishing in the haystacks 


by Bill Conlon 
You've got only two options for 
freshwater fishing in New England: 
either fish right in the weeds, or 
work alongside the weeds. Sorry, 
but that’s about all she wrote. 
So as long as you're stuck with 
‘weeds, why not make the best of it? 
Weeds offer shade and cover for 
big fish, and protection to the little 
fish that the big ‘uns are trying to 
eal. 


But weeds also tell a story, if you 
know what to look for. 

Lily pads -- called fragrant water 
lily because of its flower -- grow in 
water up to three fect deep. A 
second species of water lily, called 
American lotus because of its weird 
yellow blossom, grows just a bit 
deeper, but not much. The two are 
often found together. 

If you see a break in the pads, it 
means the water is too deep for 
pads to grow there, and it's a great 
place to find fish. But remember -- 
pads grow in muck instead of sand 
or rock bottom, so fish will only 
visit pads, but not breed there. 

Arrowheads and pickercl weed 
grow closer to shore, in up to two 
feet of watcr or so, on any footing. 


These two species look alike, and 
the differences aren't important for 
our purposes. 

Coontail, that annoying plant with 
long strands and clumps of green, 
grows in up to five feet of water. 
Only the very top of coontail pokes 
through the surface, while the rest 
of the mass of weeds is floating. If 
you see the tops, you can avoid the 
mass below. Right now, the coon- 
tail is blossoming, with bright pink 
flowers on top of the floating mass. 

Another weed is green slime (I 
don't know the name) which grows 
in flowing clouds. Fish don't seem 
to like it at all, and there isn't much 
you can do with it. 

Those are the major species that 
grow near the surface. Another 
type of aquatic plant has feathered 
edges, but it grows on bottom and 
never breaks the surface. You'll 
find that one only by accident. 

Whenever I visit a pond for the 
first time, my top priority is a 
quick survey of the weed layout. 
Pads equal shallows, and when 
compared to the shoreline it often 
tells me where fish are hiding. 

‘One of my favorite fishing spots, 
on Peter's Pond in Dracut, is an 


area with a bed of pads growing 
just ten feet away from a 12-foot 
near-vertical drop-off. Bass feed in 
the pads most of the day, and they 
can bail out for the deep water if 
something makes them nervous. 
That spot has never failed to turn 
up bass for me. 

Finding the weeds is the easy part 
-- all too easy sometimes. Once the 
weeds are located and known, then 
comes the fun part -- fishing them. 

Rule number one for fishing in 
the thick stuff is heavy line, starting 
with 12-pound test and moving up. 
When you get snagged (not if, but 
when) it's helpful to know you can 
haul your lure back out with: brute 
force, instead of backing up the 
boat to retrieve your lure, 

Next is a set of weedless lures, so 
you won't have to spend all day 
plucking lettuce from your hooks. 
But don't believe the package just 
because it says weedless. Bither it is 
or it ain't, and the proof is in the 
function. 

Topwater plugs are almost weed- 
less, since they float over most of 
the ‘worst greenery. If you can 
place your cast with precision, then 
steer around the lily pads and the 


tops of the coontail, you can live 
with bare hooks. But you will end 
up cleaning your hooks. 

The beloved rubber worm is the 
most weedless thing’ever invented 
if it's rigged “Texas” style. For 
those who don't already use it that 
way, a Texas rig means jamming 
the point of the hook into the tip of 
the worm, then pulling the point 
back out after a half-inch or so. 
Slide the worm along the hook, 
then bury the point back into the 
body again so that the worm hangs 
straight and true. Only the bend of 
the hook should be exposed, with 
both the eye and point covered. 

Drop the worm right next to the 
pads, then wait for it to hit bottom. 
Take your time. It may sink slowly, 
but any bass in the area will belt it 
before it reaches bottom. The only 
drawback to fishing with a rubber 
worm is that it's inefficient. For 
every ten strikes, you might boat 
one fish. It's fun, but you get too 
many “almost” fish. . 


Another subsurface favorite is the 
Johnson's Weedless Minnow. This 
gem looks like a dinner spoon with 
a single hook and a bar to keep 
weeds away. Used bare or with a 
pork rind or rubber worm trailer 
on the hook, it's deadly in weeds. 

That's about it for the subsurface 
lures. Everything else -- from a 
spinner to a Rapala -- will snag 
every weed in sight, unless you 
know a trick of weedproofing lures 
that I haven't heard about yet. 

Every break in the pads should be 
worked carcfully. The smallest 
hole might harbor a monster. And 
again, here's where strong line is 
key. You can't haul seven pounds of 


every. fish. 

As for moving your boat, you'd 
better bring the paddles. I own an 
electric motor with the word 
“weedless” printed on it, but that 
just means there weren't any weeds 
on it when it came put out of box. 
As for being truly weedless -- HA! 

A few classic examples of weedy 
fishing holes are Long Pond in 
Tewksbury, and the "swamp" 
(lower Massapoag) in Dunstable. 
The fish are there, but it's up to you 
to wrestle them out of the haystack.

Use your own blood 


Caution and expanded con- 
sumer options form the basis 
for a new service offered by the 
Blood Bank at New England 
Memorial Hospital (NEMH), 
Stoneham. 


Patients who are scheduled 
for elective surgery at NEMH 
can choose, with their 
physician's approval, to donate 
in advance several units of their 
own blood for use dufing the 
surgical procedure. Known as 
autologous blood donation, it 
eliminates the risk of con- 
tracting blood-borne disease. 

“New England Memorial 

ital is offering this service 
to patients concerned 
about the risks associated with 
transfusions,’ said George 
Vandulek, NEMH Laboratory 
Director. ‘‘Autologous donation 
is available to those who are, 
cautious and don’t want to 
receive unknown blood. This is 
the safest method for receiving 
blood during an operation.”” 

“Your own blood is always 
the best if you have a choice,” 
said Millie Caggiano, M.T. 
(ASCP), NEMH Blood Bank 
Supervisor. ‘The risk of disease 
transmission in community- 
donated blood is extremely low, 
but it is there, so autologous 
oe allows you to avoid the 


Patients can stockpile up to 
four units of blood, which can be 
saved for a maximum period of 
five weeks. Caggiano says it is 
best to donate no sooner than 
three and one-half weeks before 
surgery, allowing some extra 
time in the event that the 
surgical procedure is post- 
poned. The blood is kept until it 
becomes outdated and is never 
given to anyone other than the 
donor. 

The service was first offered 
in January, with usage in- 
creasing in the past two months. 
Caggiano says the blood bank 
has been performing about one 
aut donation per week 
for the last six weeks. Blood is 
drawn Monday through Friday 
from 9 a.m. to2p.m. Physicians 
must authorize the procedure 


themselves; patients should not 
contact the blood bank without 
this authorization.

What's Lyme disease? 


Lyme disease, an infection 
caused by the bites of ticks, has 
increased significantly in 
recent years and is now the 
most common tick-transmitted 


* illness in the U.S. and world- 


wide. Eighty percent of cases 
occur between May and August, 
with July being the peak month 
of incidence. This information is 
found in Lyme Disease, a new 
report published by the 
American Council on Science 
and Health (ACSH), an in- 
dependent scientific 
organization. 

According to Dr. Eric S 
Berger, Medical Director of 
ACSH, “Lyme disease can 
result in conditions such as 
facial paralysis, cardiac 
disorders and, especially, ar- 
thritis. Fortunately, antibiotics 
provide effective treatment for 
this problem. 

“An early indication of Lyme 
disease is a characteristic rash 
that appears within 30 days of 
the tick bite. It consists of a 
bright red ring encircling the 
bite and a clear area at the 
center in a “*bull’s-eye”’ pattern 
Later, secondary skin lesions 
may occur away from the 
original bite. 

“The Lyme disease rash 
commonly appears on the 
thighs or underarm areas and is 
usually accompanied by 
fatigue, headache, stiff neck, 
myalgia and general malaise. 

“Since about half of all Lyme 
disease patients never exhibit

physicians frequently en- 
counter great difficulty making 
the correct diagnosis."’ 


Dr. Berger noted that late 
manifestations of Lyme disease 
may include neurologic com- 
plications such as inflammation 
of the brain and its covering 
membranes, inflammation of 
the nerve roots and facial 
paralysis; cardiovascular 
symptoms such as dizziness, 
shortness of breath and 
irregular heart rhythms; and 
arthritis, which may appear as 
late as two years after the rash. 


“Different antibiotic regimens 
provide effective therapy at 
different stages of the disease,” 
said Dr. Berger. “Because 
early treatment reduces the 
frequency of late complications 
such as arthritis, correct and 
proper diagnosis and therapy 
are essential. 


Preventive measures include 
frequent skin inspection and 
immediate removal of any 
ticks, either by brushing off 
those unattached or using 
tweezers to remove those 
already affixed. Pets should be 
checked, as well. People en- 
tering tick-infested areas 
should wear clothing that is 
tight around ankles and wrists, 
use insect repellents containing 
diethyl toluamide or apply the 
tick toxin, Permanon, to 
clothing.”

0s ANGELES — He called it 


‘seat belts. Heady stuff for 

1946. Cinematic stuff for 1988. 
It doesn’t play much like a 
movie about a man who was 


bankrupted by a good idea, 
what with its golden lighting’ 
unbridled optimism and quick 
Srey Tucker: The Man and 
Dream is an uphill movie 
about a downhill race. The “Big 
Three’ of Detroit, those 
moneyed men behind General 
Motors, Chrysler and Ford, 
declared war on Preston Tucker 
and his innovative auto in 1948. 
And they succeeded. Raw 
materials were somehow never 
available to this ebullient en- 
trepreneur and, finally, he was 
dragged through the courts on 
charges of misappropriating 
company funds. 

Considering the character, 
it’s not surprising that director 
Francis Ford Coppola chose 
Jeff Bridges, 39, to play the 
gregarious family man who 
designed an efficient, low-cost 
car in such lovely colors as 
waltz blue. After all, Bridges.is 
as quintessential an American 
actor as we have. He's tall, 
boyish, can flash a disarming 
smile and looks just fine in a 
double-breasted suit. 

John Tucker, 58, the youngest 
of Preston's five children, was 
first approached with the idea 
of a movie by Coppola 15 years 
ago. Though no actor was ac- 
tually chosen until Bridges was 
cast, Tucker said that different 
names were tossed about over 
the years, including Jack 
Nicholson and George C. Scott. 
“When it finally came down to 
Jeff, and after I met him and 
saw his sincerity in the role, 
there was no objection what- 
soever. Hey, how do you second 
guess Francis Coppola, 
(producer) Fred Roos? They've 
been doing this all their lives,” 
Tucker said with a blustery 
laugh. 

Other members of the cast 
inclide Martin Landau as 
Preston's business partner, 
Joan Allen as his wife Vera, and 
Lloyd Bridges (yes, Jeff's dad) 
as a senator whose ear was 
tuned into the complaints of the 
Big Three. Longtime Coppola 
collaborator, George Lucas, 
served as executive producer. 

During a recent publicity 
appearance for the film, 
Bridges pointed out that the 
story of Tucker is not so dif- 
ferent from that of its director. 
In 1982, Coppola lost his 
American Zoetrope Studios, an 
alternative to Hollywood style 
film factories, to debtors. 
Bridges said he found Coppola 
to be “that same kind of 
dreamer with that cork quality, 
nothing can keep him down. 
He’s always talking about some 
other movie he’s going to 
make.” 

The actor added that the 
similarities only enhanced

Coppola’s performances as a 
director. ‘‘A lot of the time, 
because of the parallel between 
Tucker and Zoetrope, he would 
often give out a personal 
sideview of how it cffected him, 
and that was very helpful.” 

Coppola first heard the 
Tucker story from his father 
when he was eight years old. He 
thoroughly researched the 
subject, and the Tucker family 
made themselves available to 
Coppola’s staff and allowed 
their home movies to be shown 
to the actors. Even so, Bridges 
said he based his interpretation 
not just on the research, but 
also on the composite system he 
often employs. 

“T’ll often open my phone 
book and go down the list of all 
the people I know who remind 
me of my character. I'll jot 
their names down and why they 
remind me of this guy. Even 
people I don’t know, other ac- 
tors I see on TV, or politicians. I 
can take it from anywhere. I'll 
often make a list of people this 
character reminds me of and 
take different traits from dif- 
ferent people, similarly to the 
way that I would if the person 
was actually alive. Only then it 
would be the one person you 
wold examine like that. 
Sometimes it's one, sometimes 
it's 10 people.” 

None too surprising, Coppola 
made Bridges’ “‘list."’ A little 
more surprising is that Bridges 
also drew from his memory of 
Meredith Wilson, the composer 
who wrote “The Music Man.” 
Bridges explained, “My father 
almost did “The Music Man.”

‘John Tucker and 
his daughter, Cynthia, who 
served as a publicity assistant 
for the film. ‘‘He was the type of 
person who was always doing 
something, always going on to 
anoiher project,” said John. 

Cynthia, the unofficial family 
archivist, said she was afraid 
that at first, people would never 
believe the story. “It’s too 
sensational. They're going to 
think we are trying to tell a big 
story. So, in the publicity we are 
trying to tell (everyone) that it 
is a true story.” 

I think Preston Tucker sort of 
used his family as a buffer 
against the things that were 
happening, as Francis does, too.

Worry free 
summer food 
safety tips 


Outdoor summertime ac- 
tivities usually include refresh- 
ments — from snacks to buffets. 
But Nancy C. Stutzman, Ex- 
tension Home Economist with 
the University of Massachusetts 
Middlesex County rative 
Extension, warns that the warm 
temperatures of summer are 
ideal for the growth of bacteria 
that can cause food-borne 
illness (F.B.I.), For some 

le, the flu-like symptoms of 

B.I. may be nothing more 
than a short-term nuisance. But 
for certain groups — the very 
young, the very old, and those 
with impaired immune systems 
—F.B.I. can be serious. 

For summertime food safety, 
prevention is the watchword. It 
is important to recognize 
special care with time, tem- 
perature and sanitation. Harm- 
ful organisms grow more 
readily in foods high in protein 
and moisture, such as meat, 
poultry, fish, shellfish, milk, 
eggs (cooked and uncooked) 
and sauces. Outbreaks of F.B.1. 
have been associated with 
cooked pasta, and rice, tofu, 
refried beans and bean sprouts. 

When buying take-out foods or 
salad-bar creations “to go,” 
consider how much time will 
pass before the food is eaten or 
chilled. Disease-causing bac- 
teria in food grow easily at the 
temperature range between 40 
degrees F. and 140 degrees F. 
Stutzman says, “Avoid keeping 
foods in this temperature 
danger zone! Don’t eat 
potestiaty hazardous foods that 

ave been kept within this 
danger zone for more than two 
hours.”” Foods available from 
fast-food, deli and refrigerated 
counters may have had some 
time and temperature abuse 
before purchase. 

Salads with mayonnaise are 
often blamed for F.B.I. 
However, if all ingredients are 
chilled before mixing the 
mayonnaise, it will keep the 
food out of the danger zone 
before serving. In such mix- 
tures, bacterial contamination 
is the culprit, not the mayon- 
naise. 

Take “summer stock" of the 
refrigerator for safe food 
storage. Check that it registers 
40 degrees F. or lower. Avoid 
overcrowding of the shelves. 

For relaxed, worry-free 
outdoor dining, keep all 
potentially hazardous foods in a 
clean cooler with ice or freezer- 
pack. Pack only chilled or 
frozen foods. Cold drinks in cans 
help keep other foods cold. 
When possible, cover the cooler 
with newspapers or a blanket 
and place in the shade. 

Because most bacteria that 
cause F.B.I. are odorless, 
—— and tasteless, it is 

rtant to protect yourself 
others. Observe time 
temperature rule — “‘No 

more than two hours in the 40 
degrees F. to 140 degrees F. 
temperature range” — and 


Hot dog in danger 


A pet left in a car or van 
parked in the hot sun is in im- 
minent danger of heatstroke, 
The Animal Rescue League of 
Boston urges pet owners to 
show they love their pets by 
leaving them at home during 
hot weather months. Even with 
the windows slightly open, a car 
can heat up to oven tem- 
peratures in a matter of 
minutes. 

On an 85-degree day, when 
you run in the store for even ten 
minutes while leaving your pet 
in the car, the temperature 
inside the car can top 100 
degrees before you return and 
the temperature will reach 120- 
degrees in just half an hour. 
Under these conditions, your 
pet can suffer heatstroke and 
possibly die. 

The symptoms of heatstroke 
are: a glassy stare, heavy 
panting, weakness, rapid pulse,

and an inability to respond to 
commands. If your pet exhibits 
any of these symptoms, move it 
quickly to a cool spot, reduce 
the body temperature by 
spraying the animal with a hose 
or immersing it in a cool bath. 
Seek veterinary attention im- 
mediately. 

Prevent heatstroke before it 
occurs. Leave your pet at home 
where it is safe and cool and 
supply your pet with fresh 
water and shelter at all times. 

If you would like to help alert 
people to the dangers of leaving 
pets inside parked cars, contact 
the League for free ‘‘Hot Dog’’ 
flyers. Carry the flyers with you 
to place under the windshield 
wipers of cars containing 
unattended Hot Pets.

Woburn decides to implement 


Many of the city’s schools will 
also have new roofs, windows 
and other repairs in progress as 
part of a $3 million school im- 
provement project. 

For the past year, the School 
Department has been preparing 
for the changeover of the Daniel 
L. Joyce and John F. Kennedy 
grade-7-through-9 junior highs 
to grade-6-through-8 middle 
schools. 


Teachers have formed teams 
who will work together with 
groups of students. Under the 
direction of Dr. Louise Nolan, 
assistant superintendent for 
curriculum, the staff has come 
up with a new middle school 
curriculum and teachers have 
been trained in middle school 
teaching methods. 

When the middle school was 
voted in last year by the School 
Committee, school officials 
predicted sixth graders would 
be able to enjoy the greater fa- 
cilities at the larger schools, 
while still enjoying the security 
of spending most of the day with 
one small group of students. 

At Woburn High School, ninth 
graders are expected to fit in 
well with older students and 
have an easier time getting on 
track in their high school 
studies. 

Window, roof and masonry 
repairs commenced this sum- 
mer on a number of schools. It 
now appears that the $3 million 
bond the city has acquired will 
not be enough to cover all the 
planned work at the city’s 
schools 

‘The top priorities are roofs at 
the Clapp, Hurld, Reeves and 
White elementary schools, the 
high school’s gymnasium roof 
~ the Joyce Middle School 


ro hath most of the projects 
will still be underway in 
September, it won't be neces- 
sary to move pupils out of the 
schools altogether, officials say. 

Another small project, near 
and dear to the heart of School 
Committee member Carl Tor- 
rice, finally broke ground this 
summer. The Goodyear 
Elementary School is geting a 
600-square-foot, $59,900 addition 
to a central corridor to give that 
school a nurse’s room and sepa- 
rate library. 

The School Department is also 
investigating changes at the 
high school to make it accessible 
to the handicapped. Several 
handicapped students will be 
entering the school this fall. 

The School Committee was 
forced by City Hall to tighten its 
belt and slash $369,516 from its 
$21.5 million proposed fiscal 1989 
budget, and that meant almost 
all new positions were cut out. 


But the School Committee 
recently decided to take some 
money. out of- the high school’s 
athletic budget to pay for new 
intramural sports teams at the 
middle schools this fall. 

‘The athletic budget shouldn't 
suffer, because this year Wob- 
urn hosts the traditional Wob- 
urn-Winchester Thanksgiving 
Day football game, school of- 
ficials say. 

Some local businessmen have 
recently resurrected the idea of 
night football. 


They've received permission 
from the School Committee to 
raise the money, and are looking 


for $80,000 in donations to make 
their goal a reality. 

There was some talk of in- 
stalling the lights this year, but 
the latest word is that night 
games in Woburn will have to 
wait until the fall of 1989. 

Another new program this 
year is a collaboration between 
the Woburn Police Department 
and the schools. 

Project DARE (Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education) brings a 
police officer into fifth-grade 
classrooms to teach students 
how to recognize and resist the 
pressures that influence them to 
experiment with alcohol and 
drugs

Winchester weighs the pros and cons 


By CHRIS CONNELLY 


WINCHESTER — As school 
officials deliberate a variety of 
solutions to overcrowded sixth 
grade classes, the decision will 
be influenced by concerns over 
both education and economics. 

A recent study provides one 
scenario — relocate the sixth 
graders to the larger junior high 
building with the seventh and 
eighth grades, but now School 
Committee members want to 
know what parents think about 
the idea. 

A feasibility study presented 
to the School Committee 
reported that it would be possi- 
ble, logistically, to move all 
sixth grade classes into McCall 


whether or not such a move 
would be desirable. Whether it is 
educationally and emotionally 
better for sixth graders to at- 
tend a middle school with sev- 
enth and eighth graders as a 
prelude to high school is not 
clear. 

What is also not clear is the 
economic impact, whether 
slight or great, such a decision 
would have on what most 
observes would agree is a taut 
school system budget and how 
that impact would be balanced 
against the educational impact. 

“It's a question organization. 
You're not going to find any 
conclusive evidence that the 
middle school is the better 
method,” Mitsakos said, ad-

The study, conducted by 
Robert Bellmore, a doctoral 
candidate at Harvard, conclud- 
ed that the 200 sixth grade stu- 
dents, who would be added to the 
junior high school, would fit into 
the building. 

In terms of classrooms, halls 
and lockers, the study said that 
the sixth graders would create 
no overcrowding for the seventh 
and eighth graders already in 
the building 
Superintendent Dr. Charles 
Mitsakos said the move would 
help to lessen crowded elemen- 
tary schools and better utilize 
the junior high school building.

BEDS begin at 7 and 7:30 a.m, 
and end at 8:30 and 9 a.m., due to 
the staggered openings of the 
elementary schools, LEDS run 
from the end of school to 3:30, 
4:30, 5:30 and 6 p.m. 

Currently there is no program in 
place for Middle School students 
and Leffler believes that one won't 
be immediately following.

Kids safety on wheels ince Seok pena

Ask an adult what his prized 
possession is, and there's a good 
chance he'll point to his shiny new 
sports coupe or revamped '50s 
convertible. 

Ditto for kids ... most are pretty 
proud of the “wheels” that get 
them to and from school every 
day. But the wheels they're deal- 
ing with are a bit smaller and less 
expensive than the adult counter- 
parts, 

Even though they're too young 
to drive, kids have a variety of 
options when it comes to transpor- 
tation. Aside from taking the bus 
or car pooling, many modes once 
reserved for recreation are now 
taken seriously by students who 
want to get to school on time and 
in style. 

Skateboards have moved off the 
boardwalks and onto the streets. 
Some kids practice for hours to 
perfect the agile moves skate- 
boarding demands, 

Other kids take great pride in 
their bikes, whether they be sporty 
10-speeds or rugged freestyle 
models. The annual figures on new 
bikes sold in the United States are 
staggering, 10 to 12 million at last 
count, according to Steyr Daimler 
Puch, Inc., a bicycle manufacturer 
based in Malone, N.Y. 

Colorful scooters and mopeds 
dot the parking lots of high schools 
and junior highs across the coun- 
try. The “under age 24” bracket of 
buyers now accounts for just 
about half of scooter sales for 
Honda, according to Neil Leven- 
thal, national advertising mana- 


ger of the American Honda Motor- 
cycle Sales Division. Depending on 
the state, 14-year-olds can ride a 
scooter with a license, and many 
states allow teenagers to own 


Even tennis shoes are a status 
symbol for fitness-conscious 
youths who walk or run to school. 

When kids take on the job of 
getting themselves to school and 
back, they also take on the respon- 
sibility of taking necessary safety 
precautions to protect themselves 
arid those around them. 


Unfortunately, accidents can 
occur along the way. The Insur- 
ance Information Institute esti- 
mates about 27,000 children were 
involved in accidents going to and 
from school last year. The Nation- 
al Safety Council says 800 children 
were injured last year while rid- 
ing their bikes. 

Experts say child safety must 
be reinforced both at home and in 
the classroom, Even a concept as 
seemingly simple as the proper 
way to cross a busy street should 
be carefully explained to a child. 

Children learn most quickly 
when safety rules are taught in a 
positive, confidence-building way. 
The rules should be repeated over 
and over again until the child has 
them memorized, understands 
them and can repeat the rules 
back automatically

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College education costs soar in the 80's 


America’s middle class is 
getting a painful lesson in the 
economics of paying for college. 

Through the 1980s, the cost of 
college has risen more than 
twice the rate of inflation. 
Schools have been trying to 
make up for the 1970s when 
tuition increases fell behind 
inflation.

“In the next few years, 
college costs will continue to 
rise faster than inflation,” says 
Kaye Ferriter, a tax partner in 
the higher eduction group of 
Coopers & Lybrand, the ac- 
counting firm. “There's a lot of 
catching up to do. 

Even though college costs 
stay fairly close to inflation 
over a span of 15 to 20 years, this 
pattern of falling behind and 
catching up “makes it very 
difficult to plan,” she says. 

Meanwhile, the 
demographics of fewer students 
mean higher tuitions for those 


increases are 


-who are sett. “Between new and 


the mid-90s, the number of kids 
available to go to college will, 
decrease by 20 percent,” says 
Wade Webster, a financial 
planner in Cockeysville, Md. 

As a result of all these 
changes, by the time today’s 
four-year-olds finish high 
school, the bill for four years of 
college will top $90,000. — 
assuming the college inflation 
rate doesn’t go over five percent 
ayear: 

While costs are climbing, 
other factors have made it even 
harder for parents to pay for 
future — or past — college bills. 


Families whose lower incomes - 


make them “‘fortunate”’ enough 
to qualify for financial aid, for 
example, are finding colleges 
don’t have as much aid to offer. 

For who do have 
assets to shift to their children, 
tax reform has made it harder 
to get the lower tax rates this 
tactic used to provide. 

‘And by ending most deduc- 
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tions for interest on loans, tax 
reform also made it more ex- 
pensive for students, or their 
parents, to pay off college loans. 
Some parents may even find 
themselves saving less than 
they should for retirement 
because they borrowed so much 
to pay their youngsters’ college 
bills. 

“We're very much in danger 
than the combination of college 
costs rising and government 
funding drying up will make 
college unaffordable,” Ms. 
Ferriter says. “Families are 
already being stretched.” 

Some professiona' are 
worries that the US will soon be 
faced with a new class division: 
those who can afford to pay for 
college and those who can't. 
‘This latter group could be 
frozen out of the best jobs and 
relegated to the declining 
manufacturing sector. 


“The way people are going to 
advance in this country is 
through education,’ says 
William Freud, a financial 
planner with Prescott Ball & 
Turben, a Cleveland brokerage. 
“But if you don’t have an 
education becasue you couldn't 
afford it, it will make for a have 
and have-not situation.” 

Right now, however, many 
parents just aren't saving 
enough for college. A recent 
Roper survey found that the 
median amount of money 
families were saving for college 
was $904 a year, or $75.33 a 
month. But to have $90,000 for 
four of college will 
require setting aside ap- 
proximately $2,700 a year, or 
$225 a month, if savings earn six 
percent interest. A higher in- 
terest rate, of course, will mean

make much difference in their 
ability to save. Under that law, 
the first $500 of interest or 
dividend income earned by a 
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terest, you can have up to 
$12,000 in it without a tax bit. 
‘These tax changes should not 
affect most middle-income 
families, Webster believes. For 
them, the main goal in saving 
for college is not saving on 
taxes; it’s paying college bills. 
And while the old tax break did 
help, it was useful to upper- 


income people who could afford 
to pay college bills with or 
without help from Uncle Sam. 

Still, if saving taxes is im- 
portant, there are ways to ac- 
complish this and build a nest 
egg for college, too. 

‘Savings Bonds. Taxes on the 
interest on Series EE bonds can 
be deferred until the bonds 
mature or they are cashed in. 


The United States Treasurey 
now pays a floating rate on the 
bonds, so if interest rates head 
up, your bonds won't be left 
behind. 


Municipal bonds. Parents can 
already get tax-free income 
from municipal bonds, but they 
might consider buying discount 
or zero-coupon bonds in their 


children's name. You can also 
invest in municipal bond mutual 
funds, but watch the fund’s net 
asset value (NAV), or share 
price, carefully. While the 
yields may be attractive, the 
NAV can fluctuate widely, 
perhaps eating into your 
prinicipal if bond prices fali. 

Life insurance. You can use 
single-premium annuities, 
where a lump of money is 
deposited and the policy earns 
interest until it's. time for 
college, or flexible-premium 
annuities which are paid for 
with yearly contributions. when 
the child goes to ‘college, 
payments can be annuitized, or 
Spread out, over a five-year 
period. 

Beyond these tax-advantaged 
savings methods, many parents 
aresseizing upon a product that 
got a major boost from tax 
reform: the home equity loan. 
The tax law allows a full 
deduction of a loan against the 
appraised value of a home for 
medical bills, college, or home

improvements. So some 
families are using the value of 
their homes (minus any first 
mortgage) to pay college bills.

think so. After-school programs are 
popular and children are kept busy 
at the Middle School with chorus, 
band and sports.

Parents’ commitments 

For those parents who do take 
advantage of the opportunity, the 
cost is based on the fee of $3 an 
hour. Parents make a year-long 
commitment and make quarterly 
payments. 

For BEDS and LEDS, parents are 
responsible for their children's 
transportation. KEDS kids are taken 
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home on their regular school bus 
and dropped off where they are 
picked up in the moming before 
school. 

Leffler did not conduct a survey 
to get feedback on the first year of 
KEDS, but verbal communication 
has been very positive. In the last 
school year parents whose children 
were not part of ‘the program were 
calling her as late as April to enroll 
them. 

"Their children wanted to do all 
those fun things their friends were 
doing," Leffler said. "KEDS kids 
felt it was special that they could 
stay.”

"When children are prepared for 
making the transition to kinder- 
garten, they gain self-confidence and 
are more likely to succeed,” says 
Early Childhood School Psycholo- 
gist, Maxine Weinreb of Stoneham. 
In order to assist parents in their 
efforts to help ease their children's 
transition from home or preschool 
to kindergarten, she recommends 
trying the following activities. 


- Visit an elementary school 
playground.

- Take a walk with your child 
and practice counting things you 
sce like steps, signs or animals. 

- Visit the local library for a 
story time adventure with your 
child. 

- Teach your child a nursery 
rhyme such as "Hickory Dickory 
Dock". 

- Help your child use scraps of 
wood to build a small playground 
for his/her dolls and other toys. 

~- Read a story to your child. 


- Visit the outside of the school 
your child will attend in the fall.

The Merrimack Valley YMCA 
currently operates four other after- 
school programs in Boxford, 
Methuen, Lawrence and Salem, 
N.H. Child-Care Director Teresa 
Senna has seven years experience in 
the child-care field in programs 
designed for infants through junior 
high school-aged children. 

Senna, a native of Windham, 
N.H., earned a bachelor of arts 
degree in business administration 
from Franklin Pierce College in 
1987 and after taking additional 
courses in education at both FPC 
and Rivier College in Nashua, 
N.H., she received an associate's 
degree in carly childhood education 
from Rivier. She has worked as a 
site coordinator at the Salem, N.H. 
program during its first year and 
also gained part-time experience at 
the Lawrence and Methuen 
programs. 

"In this position, my business 
background lends itself nicely to the 
administrative aspect, and the early 
childhood education background 
helps me to determine whether the 
program is developmentally 
appropriate for the different age 
groups,” Senna said. 

Senna takes over for former 
director Yvonne van Bodengraven, 
who is returning to graduate school 
full-time at Wheelock College, in 
Boston to earn her master's degree 
in education, "It's been a rewarding 
challenge,” van Bodengraven said of 


organizing the YMCA program. In 
the spring of 1987, surveys were 
given to parents of children in sixth 
grade and under to determine the 
need for child-care and what amount 
they were willing or able to pay for 
the care. 

It was van Bodengraven who 
initiated conferences with the North 
Reading School Committce to 
consider housing the program in 
one of the town's three elementary 
schools. "I started talking about the 
idea and step by step made everyone

YMCA had to offer,” she said. 
Financial aid is available through 
the Office for Children, a state-run 
agency. In addition to being 
insured, the YMCA is in the 
process of having their program 
licensed by the state. All instructors 
know basic first aid and CPR also. 


When the schools schedule half © 


days, special activities are planned 
by the staff such as a trip to the 
swimming pool at the Lawrence 
YMCA. During December, 
February and April vacations, a 
field trip is planned each day for the 
“vacation club." With all this to 
look forward to, it's no wonder the 
children look forward to attending. 
All day long school children are 
typically segregated by age, even 
during recess and lunch, but at the 
Y the age gap between the six- and 
12-year-olds is minimized by 
providing activities which appeal 
to all ages. Senna said, "It's very 
important we don't segregate the 
children. Sometimes the older 
children will be more competitive 
when the younger kids don't want 
to. The instructors feel the way.” 
More than one activity is offered 
at a time so the children have 
choices. "The ratio of teacher to 
child is high,” Senna added, "All 
the children don't have to play the

same game.” This Flexibility is an 
important feature of the program. 
Five to 6 p.m. is usually reserved 
for quict time. If parents say they 
want their son or daughter to do 
their homework, the staff makes 
sure they sit down and complete it. 
If they finish early, they can go 
back and play, and if they need 
assistance, the instructors help. The 
younger children play quietly with 
the many toys available if they 
don't have homework. 

"For many families, they don't 
have dinner until after 6 p.m. and if 
the child’s homework is not 
completed, it cuts into family 
time," Senna said. 

Some new instructors will be 
needed now as two of the student 
teachers will be returning to 
college. Also, site coordinator Joe
